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This Is The University 
of Pittsburgh 


Almost a decade after the American Rev- 
olution, a few men met in a log house near 
the confluence of the Allegheny, Mononga- 
hela and Ohio Rivers to plan a school 
which would teach "more than just the 
first elements.” 

That school, the Pittsburgh Academy, 
was the forerunner of the University of 
Pittsburgh. It was chartered on February 
28, 1787—within months of the drafting of 
the U.S. Constitution—and its founding 
principal was Judge Hugh Henry Bracken- 
ridge, The earliest written record of the 
curriculum dates from 1789 and lists “the 
Learned Languages, English and the math- 
ematicks.” Pittsburgh had a population of 
some 400 people when this first school of 
higher learning west of the Alleghenies 
was established. It was housed in a log 
cabin located in what is today’s down- 
town Pittsburgh. 

Over the years, Pitt became heavily ori- 
ented to its own backyard and to the 
education of great numbers of commuting 
students. “Trolley College” sprang up and 
stuck as a nickname for the school that 
welcomed droves of students who de- 
scended from orange, and later red trolley 
cars. 

With Edward Litchfield in 1955, came 
a concerted effort to discard the nickname 
in an across-the-board pursuit of academ- 
ic excellence that would project Pitt into 
a position of prominence among the great 
institutions in the nation and world. Litch- 
field upgraded student standards, sought 
and won large numbers of distinguished 
faculty, doubled salaries and, after five 
years, doubled the size of the faculty. He 
introduced an international dimension, and 
encouraged a cosmopolitan mix in the 
student body for he felt the university 
would best serve its region by adopting a 
world view. 

He launched a massive building pro- 
gram, acquired jealously guarded urban 
property, established interdisciplinary cen- 
ters and enriched the university’s programs 
to the point where many of them not only 
challenged but also bettered those offered 
in the world’s top universities. 

In 1965, after suffering a minor heart 
attack, and under fire for a financial crisis, 
he resigned. 

Under the leaderships of two interim 
chancellors—Stanton Crawford, who died 
in office, and David Kurtzman—Pitt en- 
tered into private-public partnership for 
financial support and became state-rela- 
ted. This increased the measure of state 
support and provided a tuition supplement 
to enable Pennsylvania students to attend 
He university for a low out-of-pocket out- 
lay. 


In June of 1967, Wesley Posvar became 
the 15th chancellor. Of the financial dif- 
ficulties that had preceeded him and of 


solution, he said: `. . (they) may some- 
day be regarded less as deviations than 
as forerunners of financial trends else- 
where in American higher education.” 

Today Pitt is a complex of 14 schools, 
87 departments, and 10 special centers. 
It is private, state-related, and non-sec- 
tarian. It has some 31,000 students on 
the Oakland campus and four regional 
campuses; it employs a total of 5,478 
full-time persons, including 1,900 full-time 
faculty members; it is the second largest 
employer in the city limits of Pittsburgh; 
it has 486 part-time faculty and more than 
1,465 part-time technical and professional 
personnel. Each year, the faculty teaches 
more than 550,000 credit hours and carries 
out nearly $24 million worth of sponsored 
research. (In recent years the university 
has been the site of three significant sci- 
entific accomplishments: the Salk polio 
vaccine, developed and tested at Pitt by 
Dr. Jonas Salk in 1953; the synthesizing of 
ACTH by Dr. Klaus Hofman, in 1961; and 
the discovery of synthetic insulin by Dr. 
Panayotis Katsoyannis in 1964.) Current 
construction projects on the Oakland 
campus alone are valued in excess of 
$30 million. 

In his inaugural address on March 27, 
1968, Dr. Posvar pointed to the future: 

"The university, because it is more 
stable and more independent than gov- 
ernments and corporations, will become 
the creative eye for the new society— 
for its communications systems, its social 
patterns, and its political and economic 
structures." 

"This I submit to you, is the keynote of 
the next major stage of advancement of 
the University of Pittsburgh."

DR. WESLEY W. POSVAR 
Chancellor 


In five short years since his appointment as chancellor of the 
University on June 1, 1967, Dr. Wesley W. Posvar has properly 
gained the reputation as Pitt's Number One sports fan. This 
image has spread throughout the city of Pittsburgh and last fall 
Dr. Posvar was honored as “Sportsman of the Year" by the 
Allegheny County Civic Sportsmen's Associati 

A former athlete and a firm believer in intercollegiate sports 
within the framework of the academic structure, Dr. Posvar has 
attended all but one Pitt football game in five years and is a 
frequent visitor to practice and other athletic functions. He is 
also a believer in winning, and has pledged to give Pitt a solid athletic program. 

“Academically,” Dr. Posvar told a group of sportswriters on one away trip, “Pitt is one of the 
finest universities in the country. That's a fact and we mean to keep it that way. But let me tell you 
something — we're going to have sports teams to match, and that goes for every sport, starting with 
football and working down the line. That's a pledge.” 

His sincere efforts to build a winning football program at Pitt have not gone unnoticed by the 
football players. Following Pitt's 1969 46-19 victory over Navy, the players presented the game ball 
to him in a noisy locker room celebration. He considers it one of his prized possessions, and displays 
it in his office at the Cathedral of Learning. 

A former Rhodes Scholar and Chairman of the Social Sciences Division at the Air Force 
Academy, Dr. Posvar is Pitt's 15th chancellor. A holder of five academic degrees, his scholarly 
achievements have gained him national attention. 

Dr. Posvar graduated first in his class from West Point in 1946, achieving one of the highest 
grades in the Academy's history. He subsequently was a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford University from 
1948-51, receiving both his B.A. and M.A. in Philosophy, Politics, and Economics. He also earned 
the Master of Public Administration and the Ph.D. in political science from Harvard in 1964. 


CASIMIR J. MYSLINSKI 
Athletic Director 


It didn’t take long for Casimir Myslinski to live up to his 
word. 

At his first press conference after being named Athletic Di- 
rector at Pitt on December 24, 1968, Myslinski made one lasting 
impression. He intended to win. 

“My entire aim is to bring the athletic program back to the 
heights it deserves,” Myslinski told the assembled sports media 
representatives. "And, | don't just mean football; | mean all 
sports. There’s no doubt about it, Pitt athletics belong on top. 
We intend to be major league, and we intend to win." 

Myslinski has more than fulfilled that pledge. In his first full year as AD, Pitt completed its best 
athletic season in 11 years (81-63-2) and its first winning year since 1962-63. That was promptly 
followed in 1970-71 with a 77-71 mark, the first time in 12 years that Pitt had managed back-to- 
back winning seasons. The winning resurgence continued last season when Pitts 12 athletic teams 
compiled a 75-57-2 record, the Panthers’ best showing in 14 years. 

Showing a strong concern for all students, Myslinski has greatly expanded Pitt’s athletic facilities 
and intra-mural program, and made an all out effort to improve student attendance at all athletic 
events. 

The results of his labors include Astro-Turf in The Stadium which can be used for intra-murals, 
band practice, ROTC, or simply sunbathing by the entire university community, and shuttle buses to 
take students to and from all athletic events. 

Myslinski captained the 1943 Army team and was named to every first-team All-American squad 
at center. He graduated from Army in 1944 with a B.S. in engineering and subsequently earned a 
Masters in Education from Teachers’ College, Columbia University. 

Following graduation from West Point in 1944, he entered the Air Force. In 1952 he returned to 
West Point as Deputy Head of the Department of Physical Education, and moved from there in 1956 
D WE of the Department of Physical Education at the United States Air Force Academy in 

olorado. 

Born on March 6, 1920 in Steubenville, Ohio, Myslinski and his wife, Eleanor, have four children 
— Linda, 22; Patricia, 21; Michael, 18; and Dorothy, 16. 


1972 Outlook: Panthers Go "Wishing” 


If ‘wishing’ can make it so, Pitt will 
have an improved football team in 1972. 

Coach Carl DePasqua, starting his 
fourth season as Pitt's boss, installed the 
famed Wishbone-T offense this spring and 
the results gave indications that the 
Panthers would be much improved over 
last year's 3-8 record. 

“1 was extremely pleased with the 
results of the Wishbone,” DePasqua said 
after the spring game. “We are definitely 
committed to it for the fall. We have the 
quarterbacks to operate it and sufficient 
speed to make it go. Our players also like 
it and are sold on it. I'm confident we'll 
be improved over last year's record.” 

A total of 30 lettermen (11 starters) 
return next season including the top eight 
rushers to run the three-back Wishbone 
offense. In fact, Pitt is blessed with such a 
bevy of good runners that DePasqua 
Switched starting fullback Lou Julian to 
linebacker this spring and part-time 
starting halfback John Moss to defense 
end. Both Julian and Moss won starting 
defensive berths during the spring drills. 

Pitt operated from the pro-set, the 
power I and the triple option last season, 
but DePasqua was displeased with the 
Panther's ability to run outside. That 
problem appeared to be solved this spring 
with the installation of the Wishbone. 
Junior quarterback Bob Medwid (6-2%, 
190) showed superb ability to run the 
Wishbone during spring drills, and drew 
comparisons with Oklahoma's Jack 
Mildren. 


^| was extremely pleased with the 
results of the wishbone. We are def- 
initely committed to it.” 


Medwid is considered an outstanding 
runner, a much better than average 
passer, and appears to possess the ‘feel’ 
for knowing when to keep or pitch the 
ball. His biggest question mark is can he 
stand up to the punishment a Wishbone 
quarterback must take? Medwid was in- 
jured several times this spring, and last 
fall had just won a starting berth when he 
broke his collar bone directing the win 
over Syracuse. 


Behind Medwid, Pitt has three other 
quarterbacks who DePasqua feels also 
took giant strides in handling the Wish- 
bone this spring. Senior John Hogan, 
known for his passing ability, is a fine ball 
handler, and DePasqua was pleased with 
his performance in spring drills. Behind 
him, sophmores Bill Daniels and Rich 
Washinko give Pitt good backup support 
that could be needed. 

In the backfield, junior fullback Paul 
Felinczak (6-0, 215) and sophomore Dave 
Janasek (6-2, 210) are bullish type 
runners. At the halfback spots a number 
of good runners are still battling for the 
two jobs — juniors Bill Englert, John 
Chatman, Clair Wilson, Stan Ostrowski, 
Lou Cecconi and sophomore Bruce 
Murphy. Chatman (5.0 average) and 
Ostrwoski (3.7) were regulars last season 
but were pushed hard this spring and the 
Positions are still up for grabs. 


Offensively, Pitt is blessed with a 
bevy of good running backs. 


In the offensive line, Pitt will have to 
find replacements for a premier center, 
both starting guards and a tight end. It is 
a big hole to fill but perhaps not as diffi- 
cult as it sounds. Ernie Webster (6-4, 240) 
and Dave Blandino (6-3, 234) are return- 
ing regulars at tackle along with part-time 
starter Dave Wannstedt (6-5, 238). At 
guard, tri-captain Rick Lozier (6-1, 235) 
and sophomore Reynold Stoner (6-3, 236) 
held down starting spots in the spring. 
Anthony Kuzneski (6-1, 218), a junior, 
looks like the center, while junior Les 
Block (6-1, 220) will be the tight end. 
Last season in a backup role, Block 
caught 15 passes for 170 yards and 5 
touchdowns. 

Pitt's defense permitted a near record 
388 points last season, and DePasqua 
needs plenty of improvement in this area. 
Pitt will go to its fall camp at Johnstown 
still searching for the right combination 
at linebacker and in the defensive sec- 
ondary. Up front, the Panthers look 
strong and mobile. 

Pitt coaches feel they may have the 
best pair of defensive ends in the country 


in Jim Buckmon (Jr., 6-3, 238) and John 
Moss (Sr., 6-5, 220). Buckmon was a 
regular last season and has all the tools to 
be a standout. Moss, a part-time starter at 
offensive halfback, was switched to 
defensive end this spring, and the move 
was an eye popper. Moss proved to be 
one of the hardest hitters on the team, 
and is the best pass rusher on the squad. 

Along with Buckmon and Moss up 
front in the 5-2 alignment, Pitt will prob- 
ably show Glenn Hyde (Jr., 6-3, 240) and 
John Robb (Jr., 6-4, 255) at tackle and 
Art Venzin (Sr., 6-0, 230), at middle 
guard. Right behind them is sophomore 
Dave Jancisin (6-5, 242) who the coaches 
feel must break into the lineup some- 
where. 


Linebacker and the defensive sec- 
ondary are big question marks. 


Linebacker and defense secondary are 
another story. Senior Lou Julian appears 
set as one linebacker, but the second spot 
appears up for grabs. Julian, the starting

fullback last season, was switched to 
defense this spring and the 6-0, 214- 
pounder responded well. The other spot 
appears to be a battle between George 
Feher (Sr., 6-1, 220), Gary Patterson (Sr., 
6-0, 211), Carlos Hamlin (Jr., 6-4, 220) 
and Ken Paieski (Jr., 6-1, 199). 

The secondary returns intact, but two 
newcomers are also given a good chance 
at cracking the starting lineup. Returning 
regulars are Reggie Frye (Sr., 6-0, 185), 
Ed Marstellar (Jr., 6-2, 170), Dan Rullo 
(Jr., 6-3, 190) and Joe Herndon (Sr., 6-1, 
194). 

The two new bright faces who made 
an impression during spring drills were 
Glenn Hodge (6-2, 175) and Mike Bulino 
(6-0, 192). 

Freshmen will be eligible for the var- 
sity this season, and they will be given 
every chance. But DePasqua is not count- 
ing on any of them for important roles. 
At best, they could provide vital depth, 
always a Pitt problem against the rugged 
schedule. 

“We'll be improved in all areas of the 
game,” DePasqua sums up. ”I'm looking 
forward to the season with excitement.”

Spring Game 


The Golds, composed of the first-team offensive and second-team defense, defeated 
the Blues, 14-0, before 3,500 fans in Pitt Stadium. Featuring the newly installed Wish- 
bone-T offense, both teams stuck basically to a ground attack with the Golds netting 
181 yards on 47 rushes and the Blues 142 yards on 47 carries. Cold temperatures (low 
30s and high 20s) kept the passing game to a mere eight attempts by each team. Junior 
halfback Lou Cecconi led all rushers with 68 yards on 13 carries, and scored one of the 
Gold TDs on a six-yard run. Another junior halfback, Bill Englert, was second on the 
rushing parade with 47 yards on seven carries. Junior Bob Medwid and senior John 
Hogan quarterbacked the Golds, while sophomores Bill Daniels and Rich Washinko led 
the Blues. Daniels and Washinko both were 3-4 in the passing department, while Hogan 
was 2-6 and Medwid 1-1. Sophomore Alan Forsythe scored the Gold’s other TD with a 
28-yard return of a blocked punt.

The Panther (felis concolor) was adopted as 
the University of Pittsburgh's mascot at a meet- 
ing of student and alumni leaders in the early 
autumn of 1909. According to George M. P. 
Baird, '09, who made the suggestion, it was 
chosen for the following reasons: (1) the

ancient, heraldic standing as a noble animal, (3) 
the happy accident of alliteration; (4) the close 
approximation of its hue to the old gold of the 
University's colors (old gold and blue), hence 
its easy adaptability in decoration; and (5) the 
fact that no other college or university then 
employed it as a symbol. 


New Press Box 

Sept. 9th will not only mark the be- 
ginning of the Pitt football season, but 
also the opening of a brand new press 
box at Pitt Stadium. A fire destroyed the 
original, old press box this past winter, 
and construction men worked through 
the summer to have the new press box 
ready by September 9th.

‘WHITE PAPER’ PRAISES ATHLETIC PROGRAM 


Following is a White-Paper’ report on intercollegiate athletics at Pitt. The report was prepared by 
the University Athletic Committee and recently released by Dr. Edward Blakely, assistant to the 


Chancellor. 


Students, faculty, alumni, and the Pitts- 
burgh and greater Western Pennsylvania com- 
munity generally support Pitt's sports program. 
Sports are considered by most residents as part 
of the college's basic extra curricular activity. 

The majority of students and alumni appear 
in favor of Pitt's programs as presently con- 
stituted, but it must be recognized that some 
are losing patience with our apparent short- 
comings. The faculty has some genuine reserva- 
tions regarding the scope and purpose of the 
athletic program. However, in spite of these 
questions many faculty support both intra- 
mural as well as intercollegiate athletics. 

There is little doubt that the Pitt football 
program, among all sports has the most direct 
impact on public attitude towards the Uni- 
versity. Perhaps this is a geographic, Western 
Pennsylvania, phenomenon. This area is one of 
the nation's football citadels. Our own students 
tend to relate with each team victory and 
defeat as if it were their own accomplishment 
or failure. Student body spirit is undoubtedly 
affected among all segments of our diverse cam- 
pus by a winning football team. 

There is little doubt that alumni read, see or 
hear of our athletic teams frequently and use 
games, particularly football as events to occa- 
sion return visits to the campus. There are 
many more academic and professional interests 
in the institution. However, we can and should 
capitalize on the fact that athletics is one 
method of reaching many individuals we cannot 
or do not reach in any other way. Further, the 
value of national publicity of our athletic teams 
and individual athletes is difficult to calculate. 
Pius teams are well known and receive signifi- 
cant coverage on the sports pages of every 
major newspaper in the country. Some of this 
publicity undoubtedly assists in public recogni- 
tion which generally benefits the institution via 
alumni contributions, student recruiting and 
public good will. 

Operational Cost 

The Athletic Program is probably among the 
more cost effective programs in the University. 
More students, faculty, staff and community 
utilize athletic facilities than any other facilities 
of the University. 

In fact, the intercollegiate sports program 
taken alone is not as expensive as many individ- 
uals suspect. Last year the total program cost 
$1.3 million including scholarship aid and 
generated over $960,000 in receipts. The 
difference between these amounts is an opera- 
ting cost of $351,000 for a program involving 
fourteen intercollegiate sports and three 
hundred forty intramural teams. Excluding 
administrative cost, football provides over 
ninety percent of the support for all other 
sports and intramural programs. The football 
team last year made a profit after expenses 
(excluding student aid) of over 1/2 million dol- 
lars or almost enough to support all other 
sports programs and intramurals excluding 
facilities maintenance. A reduction in the foot- 
ball program obviously would have serious 


adverse consequences for other sports programs 
as well as intramurals. 

The cost of the athletic facilities should be 
viewed in terms of their total University use. 
The cost of a sports program must be allocated 
according to clientele utilization, to provide a 
clearer picture of costeffectiveness. As an 
example, much of the operating cost of the 
athletic program should be assigned to 
academic areas, recreation, community service, 
etc. However, it should be understood that 
athletic participation among students is increas- 
ing, which in turn increases cost. 


Utilization of Athletic Facil 
Studies of use of the existing facilities sug- 
gest that they are heavily taxed, if not over- 
burdened by students and faculty. Lost year, 
135,495 individual uses were made of all sports 
areas, Over 340 teams competed in intramurals 
with over 3,300 participants. Students indicate 
an overwhelming demand for greater use of the 
existing facilities and a desire for additional 
sports areas. Students and faculty are almost 
unanimously agreed on the need for increased 
use of the stadium for intramurals and by the 
community in spite of the present crowded 
conditions. There are so few playing areas that 
demands are being generated to plan new sports 
areas in the Forbes complex. 

There have been several suggestions that the 
University use the city owned stadium for foot- 
ball, etc. This study indicates the cost of using 
civic facilities (Three Rivers Stadium and Civic 
Arena) would be greater than any off-setting 
benefits. The rentals alone for all dates needed 
would exceed current University maintenance 
costs—and all intramural and exercise facilities 
would still be required. Further, students point 
out that such a move of major sports would 
undermine school spirit and reduce increasing 
student attendance. The stadium and field 
house are a genuinely valuable long-term invest- 
ment for students, faculty, alumni and the com- 
munity. 


Athletes and Academic Performance 

The athletes at the University of Pittsburgh 
clearly rank well above those from comparable 
institutions in academic performance. Nearly 
90 percent of all our athletes graduate from 
Pitt, and a sizeable number go on to graduate or 
professional schools. In the past year, 51 of 59 
athletes from the senior class graduated, which 
compares most favorably with the University as 
a whole. 

Pitt athletes have a higher median grade 
point average than the University norm, with a 
QPA of nearly 2.5. They are distributed well 
throughout the disciplines: of the total 296 
varsity athletes, 247 are in the College of Arts 
and Sciences, 46 Engineering, and 3 in Educa- 
tion. Among 200 juniors and seniors in the 
College, 45 are in the Humanities, 55 in Natural 
Sciences, and 100 in Social Sciences. The 
majors of these athletes are fairly well dis- 
tributed among the major sports. 


ALBERT E. SMITH 
Executive Assistant Director of Athletics 

Albert E. Smith was named Executive Assistant Di- 
rector of Athletics at Pitt in July, 1971, and since that 
time has established strong lines of communication 
between administration and the athletes. 

A bright, dynamic, young (38) administrator, Smith 
came to Pitt after serving three years as athletic director 
at North Carolina A. & T. He was the first Black named 
to an administrative capacity in the athletic department 
at Pitt. 

A former baseball star at A. & T., Smith led the 
Aggies to three consecutive championships in the Central Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association during the early 1950s. He signed a bonus contract with the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1955 and played one season with Paducah, Ky. Smith was named to the 
league's All-Star team, but returned to A. & T. in the fall to receive his degree in 
physical education in 1956. 

Smith then served as an officer in the U. S. Army Medical Service Corps, and while in 
the Army led the Ft. Sam Houston post team to two straight championships in the 4th 
Army Tournament. He was scheduled to resume his career with the St. Louis chain, but 
was forced to retire because of a knee injury. 

He received a master of science degree in recreation administration from George 
Williams College in 1963, then spent two years as varsity baseball coach and director of 
the student union at Knoxville College. 

While at A. & T., Smith also served as director of the student union and was active in 
the Greensboro area as a coach of American Legion baseball. He was one of the 
founders and treasurer of the new Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference (MEAC), which 
began operation on July 1. 

Smith was born in Sioux Falls, S.D., but grew up in the Southside of Chicago. He and 
his wife, Sadie, have three children—Albert, 15; Robin, 11; and Angela, 8. 


SERAFINO “FOGE” FAZIO 
Assistant Athletic Director in Charge of Recruiting 

Serafino ‘Foge’ Fazio was named Pitt's first full-time 
Director of Recruiting this past Spring. A former out- 
standing Pitt football player, Fazio brings a fine blend of 
youth and experience to his new job of revamping and 
organizing an expanded recruiting program. He is 33. 

A native of nearby Coraopolis, Fazio was an all- 
WPIAL center and linebacker at Coraopolis High School. 
Moving to Pitt, he was the Panther’s starting center in 
1958 and 1959, winning the MVP Award his senior year 
in addition to being named to the All-East squad and " 
honorable mention All-American. He also was chosen to play in the North-South Game 
and the All-American Bowl. 

A fifth-round draft choice of the Boston Patriots, he decided on coaching instead of 
playing and started his career as an assistant coach at Coraopolis High in 1962. He left 
Coraopolis for two years to take the job as defensive coordinator at Ambridge High 
School (Pa.), but returned in 1965 as head coach. In two years at his alma mater his 
teams compiled a 13-4-1 record while winning the Ohio Valley Conference championship. 

In 1967 Fazio moved to the college coaching ranks as offensive line coach and head 
freshman coach at Boston University. His Boston frosh were 5-1. 

In 1968 Fazio was the defensive line coach at Harvard, a team that tied for the Ivy 
League Championship with an 8-0-1 mark. He came to Pitt in 1969 and was the defensive 
coordinator last season. 

Married, he and his wife, Norma have two children—Kristen, 4; Vincent 2. 


CARL A. DePASQUA 
Head Football Coach 


Carl DePasqua was named head foot- 
ball coach at Pitt in 1969 and in three 
short years has taken the Panthers from 
the brinks of disaster back to com- 
petitive, fundamentally solid football. 

Yes, DePasqua has taken giant steps to 
restore Pitt's tarnished gridiron image, 
but the real payoff is yet to come. He is 
dedicated to putting Pitt back on top — a 
winning, bowl-producing program. 

On paper, Pitt's progress under 
DePasqua might not seem spectacular — 
12-19 in three years. But in football 
circles, among people who knew the Pitt 
story, it has been unqualified success. 

It is hard to imagine any football 
coach who took a job under more diffi- 
cult circumstances. A national sports 
magazine had headlined the story, 
"Doesn't Anybody Here Want This Foot- 
ball Job?” 

Pitt, once a power in major college 
football circles, had reached an all-time 
low. In three years, the Panthers had lost 
27 of 30 games, most of them by un- 
believably large margins. 

Three ‘big name’ coaches were offered 
the job, but turned it down. Then Pitt 
turned to one of its own — alumnus Carl 
DePasqua. The task was monumental but 
nothing that hard work and fundamen- 
tally sound football couldn't cure. In his 
first year, DePasqua immediately made 
the Panthers respectable again with a 4-6 
record that included wins over Eastern 
rivals Syracuse, Army and Navy. 

The improvement continued in 1970 
when Pitt compiled its first non-losing 
season since 1963 with a 5-5 record. At 
one point until injuries struck a stunning 
blow, Pitt was 5-1, Number One ranked 
in the East and listed in the nation's Top 
Twenty for the first time in seven years. 

Last season DePasqua tried vainly to 
match a sophomore-dominated team 
against one of the nation's strongest 
schedules. Pitt fell to a disappointing 3-8 
mark, but DePasqua is confident the 
experience gàined by the sophomores will 
pay dividends this fall. 

DePasqua is the seventh former 
Panther player to return to his alma 
mater as the head coach. An outstanding 
Pitt back from 1946-49, he played under 
Wes Fesler (1946) and Mike Milligan. 


Coming to Pitt from Williamsport High 
School where he captained both the foot- 


ball and basketball teams to brilliant 
records, DePasqua was a starting quarter- 
back as a freshman, a halfback as a sopho- 
more, and then a fullback on two winning 
teams as a junior and a senior. All this 
while weighing only 160 pounds. 

Following graduation from Pitt in 
1950, DePasqua spent two years in the 
Army and then returned to Pitt to earn a 
Master's degree and coach part-time. He 
coached in Canada in 1955, went into the 
pizza business in Pittsburgh for two years, 
and then joined John Michelosen's Pitt 
staff in 1958. 

After eight years as a defensive 
specialist on the Pitt staff, DePasqua was 
named head coach at Waynesburg (Pa.) 
College in 1966, where he produced two 
of the finest small college teams in the 
nation. In two years his teams lost just 
once (17-1) while winning the NAIA 
championship his first year and losing 7-0 
to the eventual national champions his 
second season. 

From Waynesburg, DePasqua gained 
valuable experience on the professional 
level by joining the Pittsburgh Steeler 
staff in 1968 as the defensive line coach. 

A resident of Pittsburgh, he and his 
wife, Catherine, have two children—Dana, 
15; and John, 7. DePasqua was born 
October 28, 1927. 


LOU "BIMBO” CECCONI 
Offensive Coordinator 


The first man Carl DePasqua named to his staff was 
Lou ‘Bimbo’ Cecconi, a former great Pitt player and a 
Panther coach for eight years. He played in the same 
Panther backfield as DePasqua from 1946-49. He is 43. 

A 1946 graduate of Donora High (Pa.), Cecconi was 
one of the top all-around athletes in the school's history. 
He won 11 letters in football, basketball, baseball and 
| track, and was named all-WPIAL in both football and 
basketball. As a quarterback he led his team to an un- 
defeated season and the WPIAL championship, and in 


basketball to the State finals. 

From Donora he moved to Pitt where he starred, winning eight letters in football and 
basketball. A four-year regular in football as a quarterback and halfback, he captained 
the Panthers his senior year. He was named an All-East halfback his senior year, and 
played in the North-South game. In addition, he won the Dapper Dan Outstanding 
Player Award in 1948 and 1949. 

A 1950 Pitt graduate, he began his coaching career immediately following graduation 
as an assistant coach at Donora High. Following two years in the Army, he was named 
head football, basketball and baseball coach at Sharpsburg High where his grid team 
compiled a 27-10-10 mark in five years. 

In 1958 he was named an assistant coach at Pitt and he served John Michelosen's 
staff as freshman coach, backfield coach and offensive coach from 1958-65. For three 
years he served as offensive coach at Indiana State of Terre Haute (Ind.) where his 
offense averaged over 30 points per game. 

Married, he and his wife, Vilma, have five children— Louis, 20 (a halfback on the Pitt 
team); Anne, 18; Paula, 17; Mary, 15; and Virginia, 14. 


CHARLES GOTTFRIED 
Defensive Ends 


Chuck Gottfried returns to Pitt this season after a 
two-year stint with Buffalo on the professional level. 
Gottfried served as offensive line coach in Carl 
DePasqua's first year in 1969, and gained a reputation as 
one of Pitt's best liked and most respected coaches. He is 
considered by his players and fellow coaches as an out- 
standing on-the-field coach. He is 46. 

Gottfried brings to Pitt a solid background of 
coaching and playing experience on a major college level. 
An outstanding athlete at the University of Illinois, 
Gottfried starred in both football and wrestling. He was a guard on the Illinois 1947 
Rose Bowl team, and an All-Big Ten choice his senior year in 1949. In wrestling, he 
placed second in the NCAAs in 1947, was the Big Ten heavyweight champion in 1948, 
and captained his team in 1949. 

Gottfried began his coaching career at Urbana High School (111.) where he was 7-2, 
and followed that by taking Thornton High (111.) to an 8-1 mark the following season. 

He then moved to the University of Idaho where he was offensive line coach from 
1954-56. From there he went to West Point where he was defensive line coach for two 
years and offensive line coach for four seasons. From 1963-67 he was the offensive line 
coach and offensive coordinator at Cornell. 

He joined DePasqua's staff at Pitt in 1969 and taking a weak and inexperienced line 
he molded it into a strong unit by the end of the year. At Buffalo the last two years as 
offensive line coach, Gottfried was praised in the press guide as one of the finest 
assistants in the club's history. 

Married, he and his wife Betty, have twins—Dan and Lunn, 21. 


ERNIE HEFFERLE 
Offensive Line 


A former assistant coach at Pitt for 12 years, Ernie 
Hefferle returned to coach the Panther line in 1970 after 
spending four years as offensive line coach of the Miami 
Dolphins. 

Hefferle, who has the reputation of turning out the 
finest ends in Pitt history, brings to Pitt a wide range of 
experience on both the collegiate and professional level. 
A former Duquesne University end, Hefferle holds the 
Orange Bowl record for the longest pass reception when 
he beat Mississippi State in 1937 with a 69-yard pass 
catch. He began his coaching career at South Huntingdon Twp. (Pa.) where he had a 
four year record of 25-10-4, and then moved on to Tarentum High chool for two 
seasons. 

Hefferle began his association with Pitt in 1951 when he was named freshman coach. 
The next season he moved to the varsity staff as end coach where he produced such 
All-Americans as Joe Walton, Mike Ditka and "Mean" John Paluck. 

In 1960 Hefferle was named head coach at Boston College where he served for two 
years and then returned to Pitt as offensive line coach from 1962-64. 

Hefferle jumped into the pro ranks, joining the Pittsburgh Steelers as offensive line 
coach in 1965. He was named offensive line coach of the Miami Dolphins in 1966 and 
served there through the 1968 season. 

A native of Herminie, Pa., Hefferle has a Masters in Education from Pitt in addition 
to his B.A. Degree from Duquesne. Married, he and his wife Betty have three 
daughters— Vonnie and Cheryle, both married, and Jean, 21. He is 57. 


WILLIE JEFFRIES 
Defensive Line 


Willie Jeffries, assistant head football coach and 
defensive coordinator at North Carolina A. & T. the past 
five years, was named defensive line coach at Pitt this 
past summer. He is 34. 

Jeffries brings with him a strong football background. 
He graduated from South Carolina State College in 1960 
where he co-captained the football team as linebacker 
and offensive center. He also captained the baseball 
team. 

After graduation, Jeffries served as an assistant coach 
at Barr Street High School in Lancaster, S. C., from 1960-61. From there he was named 
head coach at Granard High School in Gaffney, S. C., where he achieved a brilliant 
record of 65-7-2 from 1961-67. In addition he won consecutive State ‘AAA’ Champion- 
ships in 1964, '65 and '66. 

He moved to North Carolina A. & T. in 1967 where he has served as assistant head 
coach and defensive coordinator. 

Jeffries is the second man from North Carolina A. & T. to join the Pitt athletic staff. 
Al Smith, former Athletic Director at A. & T., was named executive Assistant Director 
of Athletics at Pitt last summer. 


RALPH JELIC 
Defensive Coordinator 


Ralph Jelic was named Pitt's defensive coordinator 
{ this past Spring after one full year on the Panther staff. 
> A standout fullback-halfback on Pitt’s Sugar Bowl and 
e y Gator Bowl teams in 1955 and 1956, Jelic returned to 
his alma mater last year and served as coach of the 
defensive backs. In addition to coordinating the defense 
this season, Jelic will continue to handle the defensive 
backs. 

Graduating from Pitt in 1958, Ralph spent a year as 
assistant football coach at Canon-McMillan Joint Senior 
High School, and another season at Snowden High. In 1961 he went to Lehigh Uni- 
versity where he was in charge of ends and linebackers on a team that went 7-2 and 
won the Lambert Cup. 

Two years later he moved to Boston University and became defensive coordinator 
along with linebackr and backfield coach. In 1968 he took another step upward and was 
named defensive coordinator at Harvard University, where his team went undefeated 
(8-0-1) and was ranked fourth in the nation in fewest points scored against, and seventh 
in the nation in pass defense. 

In 1970 he coached Harvard's defensive backs and the Crimson were ranked tenth in 
the nation in pass defense. During his stay at Boston University he coached Bruce 
Taylor, the NFL Rookie of the Year last season. 

Married, he and his wife, Cynthia, have three children—Jeffrey, 10; Christopher, 872; 
and Jane Ann 4%. 


PAUL KEMP 
Offensive Backs 


A native of Waterloo, lowa, Paul Kemp joined the 
Pitt staff in 1969 after a highly successful coaching 
career in the West on both the collegiate and profes- 
sional level. He is 40. 

As a player, Kemp lettered three years as a quarter- 
back at the University of lowa. Following graduation 
from lowa in 1954, he was named head coach at North 
Dakota State Teachers College in Dickinson, N.D. In one 
year there, his team compiled a 6-2 record. 

In 1957 Kemp was named an assistant coach at Ball 
State, and in 1958 he moved to the staff at Arizona State as offensive coach. In his nine 
years there, Arizona State won over 80 per cent of their games. 

In 1967 he moved to lowa State as offensive coach, and then gained valuable 
experience on the pro level as talent scout for the Atlanta Falcons. 

Although he had never coached in the East prior to coming to Pitt, Kemp is no 
stranger when it comes to football players from Pennsylvania. In his nine years at 
Arizona State he recruited numerous players from the talent-rich Pennsylvania area. 

Married, he and his wife, Beth, have three children—Michelle, 17; Melinda, 15; and 
Melissa, 9. 


STEVE PETRO 
Offensive Guards 


A familiar face on the football scene at Pitt for the 
last 19 years, Steve Petro is the experienced veteran on 
the Panthers staff. 

Coming to Pitt from Johnstown High School (Pa.), 
Petro played three years as a guard from 1936 through 
1938. His first starting assignment was in the 1937 Rose 
Bowl when Pitt dumped Washington, 21-0. In his three 
years at Pitt, the Panthers compiled a 23-3-2 record 
against the best competition in the country. 

Following graduation from Pitt he played two years 
of professional football for Brooklyn, while working for Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
He entered the service in 1942, serving first with the Air Force and then in Intelligence. 
During his years in the Service, he also took time out to play football. 

Upon his return to civilian life, Petro went back to the Steel Industry, serving as line 
coach in the Pennsylvania Professional League from 1947-48 during his evening hours, A 
volunteer helper during Pitt’s 1950 Spring drills, he was named junior varsity coach in 
the Fall. In 1951 he moved to the varsity as assistant line coach, and from 1954-57 he 
was Pitt’s freshmen coach. He was moved back to the varsity staff in 1958. 

Married, he and his wife, Winifred, have five children—Linda, and Mary Beth, (both 
married); Lorraine, 17; Pamela, 13; and Steve, Jr., 12. The Petros live in Baldwin 
Borough. 


BILL QUINTER 
Linebackers 


A dynamic, young coach with a solid football back- 
ground, Bill Quinter has proven highly successful in 
molding Panther freshmen for two years and last season 
as receiver coach. This past spring, DePasqua elevated 
him to linebacker coach for the 1972 season. He is 33. 

A native of Wheaton, Md., Quinter was a three-year 
letterman at the University of Indiana as an offensive 
and defensive end. Following graduation from the Big 
Ten school in 1962, he played five years of professional 
football in the Canadian League with the Ottawa Rough- 
riders. In 1967 he was on the taxi squad of the Atlanta Falcons. 

Quinter began his coaching career in 1968 as offensive line coach at Indiana State of 
Terre Haute. There he worked with an offense that averaged over 30 points per game. 

At Pitt, he has coached the freshman team and the receivers, developing a fine 
rapport with the players. He joined the Pitt staff in 1969. 

Married, he and his wife, Sally, have two boys—Bill, Jr., 8; and Jason, 4%. 


They Care for the Pitt Athletes 


The University of Pittsburgh has long been recognized as having one of the nation's outstanding 
Medical Schools, so it is only natural that the Pitt Athletic Department provide its athletes with a 
medical set-up second to none. From the 
day they enter Pitt to the day they gradu- 
ate, Panther athletes receive the care and 
treatment benefitting an outstanding Medi 
cal School. 

Dr. James McMaster, assistant professor 
of orthopedic surgery at University of Pitts- 
burgh School of Medicine heads a team of 
physicians and trainers who operate Pitt's 
Department of Sports Medicine. Dr. Mc- 
Master, who is the head team physician, is 
ably assisted by Dr. Russell Leslie, clinical 4 
asociate professor of orthopedics. Dr. Russell Lesli 

The two doctors team with a staff of Orthopedic Consultant 
three full-time trainers at Pitt, in addition to approximately 35 other doctors who work on a con- 
sultant basis as specialists in all areas of medicine. Treatment clinics are conducted by the doctors 
five days a week for the entire school year, and also on Sunday during the football season.

Pooling the experiences of 44 years in athletics, Pitt's three-man training staff is considered 
second to none in its medical proficiency and ability to keep the Panther players healthy. 


G. Wilson Myers has been the head Pitt trainer for the past five years 
and has been working with athletes for the last 15. A 1957 graduate of 
Penn State, ‘Willie’ worked as a student trainer for 3% years and upon 
graduation moved up to assistant trainer, a position he held for eight 
years, interrupted only by two tours of military duty.

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Eighty-Two Years of Panthers 


Pitt football began when the Uni- 
versity was known as the Western 
University of Pennsylvania in 1890, 
but the Panthers did not begin their 
march into the front line powers for 
another decade. 

In 1904 the Western University of 
Pennsylvania eleven, had its first 
winning streak. Sparking this team 
was Joe Thompson, of World War I 
fame. 

He took over as coach after his 
graduation, and in 1910 turned out 
an undefeated, untied, and un- 
scored on eleven. 

In 1914 under Joe Duff, brother 
of the former U.S. Senator, the Pan- 
thers prepared for the event of Pop 
Warner, by losing only one game. 

Not until mid-1919 did the Blue 
and Gold bow in intercollegiate 
competition. Thirty-two consecutive 
victories were recorded. 

The 1916 Pitt team turned up with 
an innovation, for which millions of 
football fans have since given 
thanks. In addition to being unde- 
feated, the Panthers, under Warner, 
were the first to wear numbers. 

During this period the first All- 
American appeared. Bob Peck in 
1915 and 1916, and rated as one of 
the great All-Time All-Americans at 
center, Tom Davies, at halfback and 
Leonard Hilty at tackle in 1918 were 
some of the stars of the era. 

Famous then, and more famous 
later, were a big Scotch guard by 
the name of Jock Sutherland; the 
1917 captain and end, Dr. H. C. 
Carlson, for 31 years head coach 
of basketball at his alma mater; 
and Tiny Thornhill, who went on to 
coach Stanford's Rose Bowl teams. 


Perfect seasons were out after 
1919, but they still were winning 
years. Herb Stein, a center, joined 
the list of All-Americas, and Harvey 
Harmon played a lot of tackle. 


In 1924, Jock Sutherland began a 
15 year regime, which started slow- 
ly but ended with the Panthers en- 
sconced among the mighty. 

Only 20 games were lost during 
this period, and another 11 were 
tied. Eastern titles came in 1925, 
1927, 1929, 1931, 1932, 1934 and 
1937. Four times the Panthers 
showed in the Rose Bowl, winning 
the final game in 1937 against 
Washington. 

All-Americas during the period 
were Ralph Chase in 1925 at tackle, 
Gibby Welch at halfback in 1927, 
Mike Getto at tackle in 1928, Ray 
Montgomery at guard and Joe Don- 
chess at end in 1929, Jess Quatse 
at tackle in 1931, Warren Heller at 
halfback in 1932, Joe Skladany at 
end in 1933, Doc Hartwig at guard 
and George Shotwell at center in 
1934, Averell Daniell at tackle in 
1936, Marshall Goldberg at half- 
back and Tony Matisi at tackle in 
1937, and Goldberg and Bill Daddio 
at end in 1938. 

On the All-America rolls since 
Sutherland were Ralph Fife in 1941, 
Bernie Barkouskie, in 1949, and Joe 
Schmidt, in 1952, all guards; Eldred 
Kraemer, a tackle in 1952, Joe Wal- 
ton, a unanimous choice at end in 
1956, guard John Guzik in 1958 and 
end Mike Ditka in 1960. 

Sutherland left in 1938 and the 
Pitt power fell off for the next ten 
years. Charley Bowser was suc- 
ceeded by Clark Shaughnessy who 
held sway during World War II. Wes 
Fesler brightened the picture in 
1946, and was followed by Mike 
Milligan who turned in the first win- 
ning teams of a decade in both 
1948 and 1949. 

When Milligan resigned in 1950, 
Len Casanova came in to take over 
for that year, but left the following 
summer. In 1951 Athletic Director 
Tom Hamilton took over as head 


coach, and then in January of 1952 
Lowell Dawson was named. 

Dawson won six including Notre 
Dame, Army, Ohio, Indiana and 
lowa among the victims, and lost 
three. 

In 1954 ill health caused him to 
give up football coaching in mid- 
season, and Tom Hamilton took 
over as head coach and put the 
team on a winning basis. 

After the season he stepped 
down to turn the team over to John- 
ny Michelosen. 

A 7-3 record, featuring decisive 
upset wins over Duke at Durham 
and over West Virginia before a 
capacity crowd in Pittsburgh, 
brought a Sugar Bowl invitation, 
and a close defeat by Georgia Tech 
at New Orleans that didn't hurt the 
Panther's national ranking. 

The Panthers went to the Gator 
Bowl in 1956, after a 7-2-1 season, 
and again lost to Georgia Tech 21- 
14. 


In 1957, Pitt was 4-6, in 1958, 
5-4-1, in 1959 finished with a 6-4 
record and had a 4-3-3 record in 
1960. 

In 1961, Pitt was 3-7, the most 
disastrous record since 1951. In 
1962, the record was 5-5. 

In 1963, Pitt finished with a 9-1 
mark and was ranked third in the 
country. 

After losing seasons in 1964, 
3-5-2, and 1965, 3-7, Michelosen 
was succeeded by Dave Hart. 

Hart undertook an extensive re- 
cruiting campaign and quickly 
gained the reputation as one of the 
finest recruiters in Pitt history. Un- 
fortunately, the squads did not per- 
form well on the field, and he re- 
signed after three years and a 3-27 
record. 

He was replaced in 1969 by for- 
mer Pitt player and assistant coach, 
Carl DePasqua, who in three years 
brought the Panthers back to re- 
spectability with 4-6, 5-5 and 3-8 
records.

Pitt Hall of Fame Awardees 


Thus far the University of Pittsburgh has had five players, one coach and one player- 
coach elected to the National Hall of Fame. Jock Sutherland, a great guard from 1914 
through 1917, and Pitt's brilliantly successful coach from 1924 through 1938, was 
elected in 1953 being among the first coaches named. 

In 1954 Bob Peck, Pitt's first All-American (center in 1915 and 1916), was elected as 
the first Pitt player to have his name placed on the honor roll. 

In 1958, Marshall Goldberg, an All-American halfback in 1937 and an All-American 


fullback in 1938, was elected. 


In 1965, George McLaren, an All-America fullback in 1917 and 1918, was elected. 
In 1967, Herb Stein, an All-America center in 1921, was elected. 

In 1970, Tom Davies, an All-America halfback in 1918 and 1920, was elected. 

In 1971, Joe Thompson, outstanding player-coach from 1904-1 912, was elected. 


Jock Sutherland 


Dr. John Bain (Jock) Sutherland was a 
great player and coach at Pitt. 

Entering Pitt within a few years after 
he left his native Scotland he was a regu- 
lar guard on the great Pitt teams of 
1914-1917, teams that lost but one game 
during the entire period. 

Upon graduation, with a dental degree 
in 1918, he went into the service, 
coached the Camp Greenleaf Team with 
the AEF, then came back to the coaching 
job at Lafayette. Four years later, in 
1924, he replaced Pop Warner at Pitt, and 
after getting the foundation laid, put the 
Panthers back into the first line again. 

There were national titles in 1927, 
1929, and 1937; eastern honors in 1925, 
1927, 1929, 1931, 1932, 1934, 1936, 
and 1937. Rose Bowl appearances in 
1928, 1930 and 1933, climaxed with a 
win in 1937. All-Americans were turned 
out with regularity during this period. 

Leaving Pitt in 1939, he coached 
Brooklyn in 1940 and 1941, then went 
into the Navy. Upon his return he took 
over the Pittsburgh Steelers, giving them 
their greatest days until his very sudden 
death in the spring of 1948. 


Bob Peck 


Bob Peck was Pitt's initial first team 
All-America, being selected by Walter 
Camp in 1915 and 1916. In both of these 
years Pitt was undefeated, and in his 
sophomore year, 1914, the Panthers lost 
only one game. 


He was captain of the 1916 Pitt team 
that is rated among the greatest of all 
time, both at Pitt and in the nation. 
Playing under Pop Warner, Pitt's coach 
during his last two years, he was a terrific 
roving center of the old variety, and an 
accurate passing center who could lead 
the speedy Pitt backs on the famous 
single and double wing attack which 
Warner was then perfecting. 

After his graduation he moved to 
Culver Military Academy where he was 
athletic director and head coach until his 
sudden death in 1934. 


Marshall Goldberg 


Marshall Goldberg came to Pitt from 
Elkins, West Virginia, and for the three 
years of his varsity career was the most 
highly publicized and popular back in Pitt 
history. These three years, coincidental 
with Jock Sutherland's last three as Pitt's 
head coach, saw the Panthers win a 
national title, a Rose Bowl game, and two 
eastern championships. 

In two years as the regular left half- 
back Goldberg was the leading scorer and 
leading ground gainer, and then, moving 
to fullback with the famous Dream Back- 
field of 1938, he became a terrific 
blocker and power back, despite his rela- 
tive lack of weight (185). He was a 
defensive expert during his three years 
and starred at this phase when he went 
into pro ball. 

On campus he was a member of Phi 
Epsilon Pi, national social fraternity, and 
ODK, national honorary leadership 
society. 


Upon graduation he played pro ball 
and was in the insurance business in 
Chicago, served nearly four years as a line 
officer in the Navy, and then finished his 
pro career with the Chicago Cardinals 
when they won their first title. He is pres- 
ident of the Goldberg-Emmerman Corp. 
in Elk Grove Village, III. 


George McLaren 


George McLaren, who came to Pitt 
from Peabody High School, is considered 
the greatest fullback in the school’s 
history. 

He played four years, 1915-1918, and 
during this period, the Panthers compiled 
a 29-0 record. McLaren was captain of 
the 1918 team. McLaren scored 13 touch- 
downs in 1917, a school record, and also 
holds the one-season rushing mark by a 
Pitt fullback with 782 yards. He also 
holds the longest run from scrimmage, 92 
yards in 1917. He was never stopped 
without making a gain during his inter- 
collegiate career. 

McLaren also was a member of the 
basketball team for two years and a per- 
former on the track squad for two cam- 
paigns. 

McLaren now resides 
Maryland, and is retired.

Herb Stein 


Herb Stein came to Pitt from Warren, 
Ohio, and for four years was one of the 
greatest offensive and defensive centers in 
Panther history. 

A member of the great "Pop" Warner 
teams in 1918-21, he was named as a 
first-team All-American in 1921. During 
his four years, Pitt won 21, lost five and 
tied four. His brother, Russ, was also an

All-American tackle at Washington & 
Jefferson. 

Now a highly successful business 
executive, Stein owns and operates nine 
corporations. He resides in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 


Tom Davies 


A two-time All-American halfback, 
Tom Davies ranks as one of Pitt's greatest 
backs. After prepping at Kiski, Davies 
entered Pitt in 1918 and was named on 
the late Walter Camp's All-America team 
as a freshman under Glenn Scobie (Pop) 
Warner. Davies was a regular for four 
seasons and was again named All-America 
in 1920. He holds three Pitt punt return 
records and ranks second in the all-time 
total yards gained department with 3,931 
yards. 

Following graduation from Pitt, Tom 
spent 25 years as a coach at Penn, 
Geneva, Allegheny, Rochester, Kiski, 
Scranton and Western Reserve. 

Davies died this past year. 


Joe Thompson 


The late Joe Thompson, outstanding 
player-coach at Pitt from 1904-1912, was 
elected to the Hall of Fame in 1971. A 
native of Beaver Falls, Pa., Thompson 
came to Pitt in 1904 (after attending 
Geneva) and led the Panthers to their first 
undefeated season. In compiling a 10-0 
record, Pitt gave up only five points to 
opponents. He captained the team in 
1905 and in his three years the Panthers 
achieved an excellent 26-6 mark. 

After taking over the coaching chores 
in 1908, Thompson compiled a four-year 
record of 30-14-2. His 1910 team was not 
only undefeated (9-0) but also unscored 
upon.

Elusive. Cantankerous. Agonizing. Dreadful. Wonderful. These are all adjectives used 
to describe that holiest of grails in college football — the search for No. 1. 

To settle countless arguments Sports Illustrated in 1970 researched the first and only 
complete and wholly accurate list ever compiled of college football’s mythical national 
champions. Every recognized authority that ever presumed to name a No. 1 is included. 
They include Parke H. Davis Ratings (1889-1935), the Helms Athletic Foundation 
(1889-1970), the Dickinson System (1924-1940), the Illustrated Football Annual 
(1924-1941), The Football Theasaurus (1927-1958), the Dunkel System (1929-1970), 
the Litkenhous System (1934-1970), the Williamson System (1932-1963), the Associa-

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Pitt Stadium — Home of the Panthers 


It's a ‘New Look’ Pitt Stadium. Two 
years ago the University completed the 
installation of an Astro-Turf playing sur- 
face and a 440-yard all-weather Tartan 
track. In addition, the inside wall was 
trimmed in Pitt's Blue and Gold colors, 
and seating was expanded. 

The deep green Astro-Turf contrasts 
sharply with the brick red Tartan track to 
give Pitt Stadium an eye-catching ap- 
pearance. 

This investment in artificial turf 
should amortize itself in reduced main- 
tenance costs in a few years, and will 
improve and extend the utility of Pitt 
Stadium many times over. 

With a seating capacity of 56,500, Pitt 
Stadium is generally considered one of 
the finest spectator viewing stadiums in 
the East. Every seat in the oval shaped 
stadium is a good one for viewing foot- 
ball. 


Opened in 1925 at a cost of 
$2,125,000, the stadium originally seated 
67,000. Various seats were taken out to 
provide better access to all of the seats. 
The stadium plant itself encompasses 10 
acres with an outer circumference of one- 
half mile. Besides the football field, facili- 
ties include a band room, a 440-yard 
track and dressing rooms. 

The first game was played in 1925 
when Pitt defeated Washington & Lee, 
28-0. During the next four seasons, the 
Panthers played 30 of their 34 games in 
the stadium. The single-game attendance 
record was set in 1938 when 68,918 fans 
jammed every corner of the Stadium to 
see Pitt top Fordham, 24-13. The one- 
season attendance record was set in 1956 
when 239,718 people watched the 
Panthers in five games. The average game 
attendance of 47,944 is also a Stadium 
record. 


Voice of the Panthers 


A two-man broadcasting team of Ed Conway and Bill Hillgrove will beam all the 
Pitt football games ч fall over WTAE Radio (1250). The games will also be

carried throughout the State on a 15-20 station network 
with WTAE acting as the parent station. 

Ed Conway, Sports Director of WTAE-TV in Pitts- 
burgh, will call the play-by-play, while Bill Hillgrove of 
WTAE Radio, will supply color commentary and half- 
time shows. Both will be in their third year as the Pitt 
broadcasting team. 

Conway, who has been sports director of WTAE-TV 
is one of the most popular and most com- 
petent sportscasters in the Tri-State area. A native of 
Baltimore, Md., Ed began his career in 1953 as sports 
director of WORK, York, Pa. Since joining WTAE he has 


done play-by-play on Pittsburgh Penguin hockey, the

annual PIAA state basketball championships, and has 
produced several award-winning specials on the Pirates, 
Steelers and annual PGA golf tournaments. 

Hillgrove is quickly gaining a reputation as one of the 
most knowledgable sportscasters in the State. In addi- 
tion to Pitt football, he has handled the play-by-play of 
Panther basketball games for the past three years. He has 
parlayed an extensive knowledge of sports and several 
years of broadcast experience into a highly successful 
music-sports program heard nightly from 8 to midnight. 
He holds a bachelor's degree in radio-TV journalism 
from Duquesne University.
